_ Dr. Milner Fothorgill, who has boan instruct. 
ing and entertaining the members of the British 
Aasociation on the subjeot of cockney ‘detarlor- 
ation,” finds. tho bost and readiest support for his

¥ called “tha pudding test.” Tho cookney is 
sharp, shrewd, and witty in hisway, but he can.

ood, built a school ont of theapaolal fund above: 
wentioned, Thay engaged lnstractors and ne- 
Iscted the required numbor of students, who 
wore put to the study of Western languages and 
mathematics. The orpensos for carrying on thia 
institution were defrayed from the interest on 
tle special fund, but as thiy vas limited, and fell 
short of the demands, the studouts were taught 
worely the clomentary branches without tonch- 
ing upon tho sciences pertaining to naval 
and military warfare. Whon tha memorialist, 
-Clit-tang, assumed tha  Viseroyalty, he ‘per- 
coived that these students’ had mide ep: 
oouraging ‘progress, and ho therefore altered 
tla name of tho school to Po. Heiich Kuan 
(Sebool of Uhilogophical Learning), At tho 


sume time he memorializad the Throna,-propos- | 


ing the ostablishment of other similar achools of 
loaruing ib the provinces of Kwauginug aod, 
Fahkien. The‘ memorialista, considering care- 
fully the wants of the timer, have jointly delibe- 
rated upon tho question, mani they now, propase 
that the existing school should be ra-organized 
into navol and military academies, That for 
this purpose thé necossary laud in addition to 
the present. grounds should be purchased, and 
more commodions buildings, to meot the present 
requirements, be erected; that the regalation 
number of Rtndents at both the Naval and the 
Military Selools be fixed at seventy, to by se 
looted in the following wannor: thirty from the 
students of the Po Hsieh Kuan, thoso having 
mastored some Western language ond mathe- 
matics who witl be classed as the “inside 
atndenta;” twenty from tho oficors at the camps, 
those having experienced soldiers’ hardships aud 
whose hearts have bson groatly emboldened, 
who will bo olissed aa the “ osmp students; ” the 
romaining twenty shall be litsrary men, between 
the ages. of sixteen and thirty, whather “Hevu 
Tsaz, Chien Shéng, or wndergraduates, who will 
be classed ay "outside stadeats.” an 

In the Naval Academy Bnctish shall be the 
language studied, and thoro will he two separate 
dopartmonts, one exocutive and: ono enpinecr- 
ing. In the latter department the atmdents 

Latudy the principles of the Stenm engine, 
dynamics, statics, mechanics, -olc., and in the 
former they will study’ nanticdl astronomy, ma 
rine surveying, navigation, and uaval tactics. In 
the Military Academy the stndonts are to learn 
the German language, and they will ba divided 
into. threa separate branches, the infantry, 
cavalry, and artillery corps, In order to entitle 
the so-salled " inside students” to admission into 
the Military Academy they must be qualified in 
mathematica and be convarsant with some West- 
ern’ langnage; and to entitle “camp stndents * 
to selection they must have passed through the 
ynried experiences of camp ani fold life, and been 
inured to hardship and thorourhly disciplined, 
The basis of soloction for the “outside studénts” 
shall be steadinesdof character and a “pe 
mastery of Itterature. “Aa tho “campiatudents ” 
find “outaide students” are af nacessity of too 
advanced an age to admit of their being able to 
acquire Western languages, an interpreter shall 
interpret 
into Chinese the instruction imparted by tho 
foreign professors. ‘ 

In ‘the Naval Academy building thera aro to 
be separate quarters for atudy aod drill; and in 
the Military. Academy, in addition to the aboro- 
mentioned quarters, thera shall be drilling 
grounds forthe cavalry, ‘artillery, and infantry: 
oadets, Tha bed, of the rales ond regulations 
in force at tha Foockuw and Tientai: 
shall be adopled, with only aach m 
ag may be spocinlly suited to the requirements 
of Kwangtung. But the primary and essential 
object of the Jaws ta he adopted will-he to gain 
from Wostern nations whatever is of substantial 
fedvantage to China, leaving untouched: spy 
objeotionable usages. Early overy morning the: 
students shall a review tho ‘four books and 
five classics for about an honr, that they may 
not Joan their fundamental knowledge. ndon 
every Sunday, when the foreign instructors take 
their holiday, the studenla are ,to assemble 
together to retiew the “classios:and histories 
and write disoourseg and ossaya, so that they 
may,, besome thoroughly conversant with the 
literature, history,and military soience of China. 
Students who during. their torms of-study wish 
to participate in the civil ant militury compoti- 
tive examinations shall be accorded the privilege, 
in order not to shut. them out from.the ways to 
advancement and honour. [tf is not requiréd 
that the ‘‘camp atudente”' and “outside 
students” shall be very young, because tho 
object is to select those whose characters have 
been determined, and. whose intellectual oapa- 
citios have beon duly tosted; nor isit noecssary 


eed {to insist that? the candidstos, shall possosa a 


perfect mastery of any one langnags, .becanse 
the aim ia to have them acquire a radimentary 
knowledge, npon which they are to build the 
euperstracture of their education, 

‘As soon as the students havo comploted thoir 
studies at the Naval Acadenmy, they will be 
placed on, board training ships to be specially 
provided for the purpose. Four foreign ‘profes 
sors will be engaged to’ teach the students while 
on board tho training ships, Qne in drill and 
disoipline ; one in gunnery practioo ; orie.in navi- 
gation; and’ the fourth in marine surveying 
‘While porsaing stnadies on board their ahips the 
students are to cruise sbout, the waritime 
and ‘riverine ooasta of China, in order to 
aocure an intimate acquaintance. with its cha- 
acteristics. At the. expiration of one year of 
such training, the more ising cadets will 
be selected and sent to thé Naval Academies or 
on board the ‘war-yessels of foreign countries, 
whore they may continue their educstion. The 
students'in the Military Acsdomy eball firat bo 
required to pursue 8 course of three years atady, 
when the moat promising cadets shall be select- 
ad," and sont to the military institutions of 
Burope.: Tho students of both the Naval snd
